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This  Beautiful  University?

“There  are  few  things  more  beautiful 
than  a University,”  wTote  the  poet  John 
Masefield  in  tribute  to  the  English  Uni- 
versities. He  was  not  referring  to  old  build- 
ings and  green  lawns  ,or  for  that  matter  a 
backdrop  of  purple  mountain  majesty.  To 
him  the  University  was  a beautiful  thing 
because  it  provided  “a  place  where  those 
who  hate  ignorance  may  strive  to  know, 
where  those  who  perceive  truth  may  strive 
to  make  others  see  it.” 

It  is  the  experience  of  history,  all  over 
the  globe  and  throughout  all  time,  that 
ignorance  and  misunderstanding  have  been 
the  prime  cause  of  all  strife.  Superficially 
it  might  have  appeared  that  greed  or  some- 
thing else  was  the  cause,  but  it  can  all  be 
traced  back  to  a basic  ignorance  of  people, 
life  or  the  true  , meaning  of  success. 

It  would  appear  that  ignorance  and  mis- 
understanding are  still  the  problem.  We  see 
it  in  Vietnam  and  in  Aden  for  example.  To 
an  extent  there  is  an  excuse  for  this  as 
these  places  bring  together  people  of  vastly 
differing  cultures  who  hitherto  had  been 
separated  by  language  and  vast  miles  of 
the  world.  To  try  to  communicate  sincerely 
and  effectively  is  difficult  under  such  cir- 
cumstances. However,  when  it  comes  to.  af- 
fairs at  home  there  is  a difference.  With 
fewer  cultural  and  distance  barriers  under- 
standing should  disseminate  more  fully. 

Surrounded  by  a beautiful  Campus,  with 
financial  security  and  possible  rosy  futures, 
it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  in  this  land  of 
plenty  there  are  those  who  are  in  dire 
straits.  When  good  grades  and  good  oppor- 


tunities can  generally  be  earned  by  hard 
vo’.k  and  ability  it  is  not  easy  too  realize 
inat  others,  no  matter  how  hard  they  work 
and  try,  cannot  get  out  of  their  troubles. 
It  goes  against  rigid,  if  sincere,  training  to 
realize  that  some  alabaster  cities  are  dim- 
med by  human  tears.  Never-the-less  the 
truth  still  makes  people  free. 

Today  many  are  in  dire  straits.  In  Har- 
lem a woman  is  paying  $80  a month  for  a 
rat-infested,  dirt-covered  hovel  only  twice 
the  size  of  a I'oom  in  Deseret  Towers.  In 
Chicago  a man  waits  and  waits  but  cannot 
find  a job.  Elsewhere  children  do  not  go  to 
school  because  no-one  cares,  — enough  to 
do  anything  about  it. 

A University,  anywhere  in  the  world, 
can  be  a beautiful  thing.  If  we  hate  ignor- 
ance enough  we  can  benefit  from  the  ways 
w'e  learn  to  research  and  think  and  obseiwe. 
Look  around  just  a little.  See  what  the 
world  is  all  about.  It  is  not  all  great  and 
wonderful,  and  fruited  plains  ai’e  not  the  lot 
of  a sustantial  number  of  the  peoples  of 
the  earth  and  that  includes  some  in  the 
U.S.A. 

Instead  of  sticking  to  old  myths  from 
dead  generations  let  us  see  our  opportuni- 
ties, both  students  and  faculty,  to  realize 
that  this  is  our  day  on  the  earth  and  that 
we  might  have  something  to  offer  those 
less  fortunate  than  ourselves  other  than 
cynicism.  Let  us  make  this  institution  beau- 
tiful on  the  inside  as  well  as  the  outside  to 
a greater  degree  than  alread3’’  is  the  case. 
Then  we,  the  living  generation  can  go  forth 
to  serve  and  perhaps  crown  the  good  with 
brotherhood  at  last.

We  were  very  happy  to  read 
your  article  in  Monday’s  Uni- 
verse about  the  quality  of  films 
and  projectionists  at  University 
Cinema.  Proud  are  we  to  be  crit- 
icized by  one  who  “knows  it  ail” 
about  movies  and  projectionists. 

For  your  interest,  the  project- 
ionists at  University  Cinema  are 
projectionists  with  over  four 
years  experience  in  commercial 
theaters.  Since  you  know  so  much 
about  it,  you  will  recall  that  com- 


mercial theaters  run  35mm  films, 
not  16mm  as  we  do  at  University 
Cinema.  The  16mm  films  are 
rented  to  various  private  individ- 
uals who  have  had  no  experience 
to  speak  of.  Naturally  films. rent- 
ed out  to  inexperienced  individ- 
uals are  not  going  to  be  handled 
properly  and  are  therefore  brok- 
en. When  broken  they  must  be 
spliced.  That  is  the  reason  Peter 
vanished. 

As  for  changeovers,  they  were 
the  best  quality  you  can  expect 
from  16mm  films  where  there  is 
no  automatic  dousser  system  as 
is  found  on  35mm  systems. 

When  a film  breaks,  it  is  nec- 


essary to  re-thread  the  machine. 
This  requires  stopping  the  ma- 
chine for  15  or  20  seconds  as  you 
so  avidly  put  it.  The  film  is  not 
made  of  indestructable  material 
and  occasionally  breaks.  We  don’t 
like  that  any  more  than  you.  As 
for  the  splices,  there  are  two 
kinds— good  ones  and  poor  ones. 
These  were  not  poor  or  the  film 
would  have  fallen  apart  long  ago. 

We  also  disagree  about  your 
“90%  out  of  focus.’’  It  was  out  of 
focus  100%  of  the  time  because  of 
improper  focal  length  of  our  len- 
ses. It  is  impossible  for  us  to 
focus  a cinemascope  film  with 
the  lenses  we  have.  We  too  wish 
the  administration  would  get  us 
new  ones. 

The  screen  is  the  improper  size, 
true.  But  really,  Bruce,  don’t  you 
think  3/4ths  of  the  film  on  the 
curtain  is  over-exagerating?  We 
have  measured  it,  and  it  amounts 
to  two  feet  on  each  side.  This  was 
never  intended  to  be  a cinema- 
scope screen,  nor  was  184  JKB 
built  as  a movie  theater.  We  real- 
ize the  imperfections  of  our  pro- 
gram and  are  working  to  correct 
them.  Please  go  downtown  until 
we  do  correct  them. 

If  there  is  anything  you  feel  you 
can  do  better,  feel  free  to  come 
and  take  over.  We  will  see  you 
get  on  the  payroll  at  $1.10  an 
hour,  and  who  knows— maybe  you 
can  work  up  to  $5.00  an  hour 
since  you  are  probably  better 
and  more  experienced  than  we!

himself.  This  sensitivitj'^  to  the  message  of  a song  is  anA 
lified  bj"  his  wann  mellow’  voice  and  sincerety  of  nature  i^ 
the  rai'e  style  that  has  made  him  famous. 

Off  stage  his  personality  and  motivation  is  consista^ 
with  his  stage  character.  He  is  quiet  and  unassuming  w» 
an  air  of  subtle  intensity  surrounding  the  things  he  is  inter! 
ested  in.  These  include  a forty-foot  Cutter  that  he  sails.4 
himself,  Stan^’^an  Music  Co.  in  w’hich  he  is  a partner  with  hft 
favorite  song  writer  Rod  McKuen,  and  San  Francisco.  ' 

When  asked  about  his  future  Yarbrough  said,  “Fl 
alw’aj’^  wanted  to  teach — I guess  the  only  way  I’ll  do  it  is  t 
have  my  own  school.  Last  fall  I had  23-days  to  myself  whiL 
sailing  to  Hawaii  and  it  came  to  me  that  I should  starw 
school  for  under-priviledged  children.  Since  then  I have  bed 
busj"  getting  approval  for  a charitable  foundation  to  sup 
port  the  school.”

As  for  the  immediate  future,  he  stated  that  he  is  lioolg 
ed  through  September  after  which  he  is  planning  to  hoj 
a benefit  concert  in  San  Francisco  and  then  leave  for  a loaj 
vacation.  When  asked  about  the  vacation  he  replied,  “I  pl4 
to  sail  down  through  the  south-sea  islands  to  New  Zeal^ 
where  Fve  bought  a home.  This  will  give  me  a good  chaiA 
to  relax  and  do  some  thinking.” 

Yarbrough  indicated  that  he  enjoyed  the  concert  veq 
much  pd  was  very  greatfiil  for  the  warm  reception  an 
appi’eciation  of  the  audience.  His  feelings  are  probably  be3 
portraj’ed  by  this  quotation.  “As  a sailor  I am  grateful  f<| 
simple  things:  a good  breeze,  a sturdy  craft,  and  a sa5 
harbor.  But  as  a singer  my  appreciation  goes  beyond  tho 
things.  . . .(to  my  composei’s,  producers,  musicians).  . , 
and  most  of  all  to  j’ou,  the  audience,  whose  appreciatiiS 
makes  it  all  worthwhile.” 


Birch  Secretary  Denies  Letter

“I  am  very  sorry  that  the  whe 
issue  has  gotten  where  it  is, 
far  as  I am  concerned,  tlier 
no  more  to  the  issue.” 

McKay’s  letter  ended  with 
salute  to  Becker.  “I  congratuh 
you  on  the  effort  you  madej 
check  personally  with  Reed  Be 
son  about  the  issue.” 


Jaron  Summers,  managing  Ed- 
itor of  the  Daily  Universe,  implied 
in  his  questioning  that  the  docu- 
ment was  spurious.  Fred  Becker 
also  claimed  how  Quinn  McKay 
had  pointed  out  the  letter’s  forg- 
ery. 

An  argument  followed  in  letters 
to  the  editor  and  consequently, 
Fred  Becker  has  made  further 
investigation.  On  Apr.  25,  in  a 
letter  from  Quinn  McKay,  Sum- 
mers and  Becker  were  substan- 
tiated.

Y Day  was  excitement  enough 
for  most  BYU  students  but  for 
sophomore  Jerry  Wright  it  could 
have  been  fatal. 

Wright,  a novice  sky  diver  mak- 
ing his  third  • static  line  jump, 
found  himself  plunging  to  earth, 
first  with  no  parachute  and  then 
with  two  ’chutes. 

The  incident  occurred  during 
Wednesday’s  sky  diving  exhibition 
and  competition  in  a field  at  1100 
West  1800  South. 

RETAINING  PIN 

According  to  Wright,  when  he 
left  the  aircraft,  the  static  line 
deployed  but  the  parachute  failed 
to  open  within  the  normal  allow- 
ance of  time.  Other  jumpers  later 
found  that  a retaining  pin  used  in 
packing  the  ’chute  had  not  been 
removed  slowing  the  main  chute’s 
opening. 

When  Wright’s  main  chute 
failed  to  open,  the  23-year-old 
Salt  Laker  immediately  triggered 
his  reserve  parachute. 

The  jolt  of  the  opening  reserve 
jarred  loose  the  slow  main  ’chute 
and  the  wind  quickly  filled  it. 

Wright  frantically  attempted  to 
spill  one  of  the  two  ’chutes  since 


Despite  attempts  to  rid  himself  of  one  'chute  in  order  to  prel 
vent  a collapsing  of  both,  Wright  safely  floats  to  the  grouni 
under  both  parachutes. 

the  entanglement  of  the  two  could 
cause  both  to  collapse.  Although 
his  attempts  were  futile,  he  float- 
ed safely  to  the  ground  with  botli 
canopies  hovering  over  him. 

Unhurt  but  obviously  shaken, 

Wright  was  asked  if  he  would  con- 
continue  the  sport.  While  he  an- 
swered in  the  affirmative,  his  j 
fiancee  was  seen  firmly  shaking^ 
her  head  “no.”  j 


in  turn  jolts  loose  his  main  parachute 
quickly  bellowed  by  the  wind.
